HINTS ON PUNCTUATION. 


A Fine Art That Artmlti at Almoit IlUmlt 
able Diversity. 


The question, "What are the best 


luthorities in punctuation P" is a diffi- 
ult one to answer — indeed, I may say 
nanswerable. Among those author- 
ties with which I am acquainted, 
which are worth mentioning, I sbould 
ertainly place Wilson at the head. 
?he first in date ' is, 'of course, Lindley 
Murray, and the next Gould Brown, 
ho latter of whom gives a surfeit of 
ocamples; but both of these last two, as 


'. sayin the preface to my "Treatise on 
'unctuation," punctuate more stiffly 
han do the best writers of the present 
lay who pay any attention to the snb- 
ect. In fact, over-punctuation is apt 
» be a fault of all who treat upon tlie 
subject. Another good manual, hut_ 
)riof, is given in the appendix to Prof. 
A. S. Hill's "Principles of Rhetoric"— 


text-book in Harvard College. 1 


have seen, several others, but all upon 
he same pattern — based mainly upon 
Wilson's— and generally not worth 
considering. 


The "fine points" in question would 


isually, I suppose, bo those upon which 
authorities might disagree; and this 
rery "kely would add to one's perplex- 
ty. 
n short, punctuation is a sort of 


fine art and admits of as great diversity 
as does-the style of an author. 


The ideal sentence should be so 


clearly written that it will punctuate 
tself, or can hot be mispnnctuated. 
Take, for instance, a sentence of Dan- 
iel Webster's, and it could not be mis- 
understood if no points whatever were 
used. I wonder no more of his compo- 
sition- is given in our modern standard 
school reading-books. The important 
thing in an involved sentence is to 
mark distinctly the different clauses, 
parenthetical or other, so that the 
reader can not fail to understand it 
This an author can always do in his 
own sentences. But when an editor 
comes to punctuate another's work it 
is absolutely necessary that he should 
understand precisely what its author 
means to say, as a wrong comma or 
semi-colon may. make him say what he 
does not intend, or at least render his 
meaning obscure. If every writer for 
the press should read over carefully 
his sentences, and then punctuate by 
dividing off his clauses, he would often 
find-that he had made serious mistakes 
in his grammar. — Writer.

From that found 
in the house, if a pure «rticK', tlio bub- 
bles of gas will rise and burst on top like 
those from a glass of champagne. Tbo 
Chicago baking powder which they carry, 
when mixed with water, will show an ex- 
tra froth upon the top of tho mixture 
which is claimed as evidence of superior- 
ity. On the contrary, however, it in nut 
only the axbibition of a trick, but is ab- 
solute proof that the baking powdi-r 
which so acts is adulterated. The cbem 
iota have ascertained that the adulterant 
used is a chemical added for the express 
purpose of producing this action and ile 
oeivmg housekeepers as to the true vala 
of the baking powder. This is not onl; 
• dishonest trick, but a dirty one, for tui 
chemical is the product of tho flltby ret 
nse of the slaughter house, and if tlii 
baking powder is nsed in the preparation 
of food passes into the biscuit or caki 
without change. Of course, any state 
agent* made in reference to other baking 
powders, by parties caught in praotioiut 
rash trioks as these for tho purpose o 
deceiving the public, will be entitled tc 
no credit. 
It is probably wisest in the interest o 


out families, and to prevent our fooc 
from being contaminated by train pa o 
this kind, to turn all persons who wish o 
attempt to tamper with it nnceremom 
onsly from the door, and to use thos 
articles only which tixperienoe has prove 
satisfactory, or the official tests hav 
ettablished as pure and wholesome.

He [supplies the missing letters, 
which show that Colonel Grant at first 
refused;tp entertain any claim; then of- 
fered $1,500 in settlement, then $5,000, and 
finally 88,000, provided General Badeau 
should sign a statement that he neither 
wrote a! line of the memoirs nor had any 
part in ^heir composition. 


Badeau refused to agree to that, as he 


says (hat he made frequent Interpola- 
tions, 'corrected grammar^ loolced up 
facts aud dates, aided General Grant's' 
memory, and changed the style of the 
composition in manv piaoes, with General 
Grant's approval. The ideas and the state- 
ments of facts are all General Grant's, 
and General Badean has never claimed 
any authorship in the . work exoept as 
an assistant. He says the original agree- 
ment was that he should receive $10,000 
out of the profits it they reached $80,000. 
but this agreement was based on the Idea 
that he would be occupied only three 
months, whe»eas he was occupied nearly 
a year. General Grant always recog- 
nized his services

As to his esact connection with 
the book, General Badeau says: "The 
thoughts were General Grant's, and in 
most cases the original draft of the lan- 
guage, but I suggested much. I recalled 
scenes and Incidents to bis memory, and 
I verified his statements, I often per- 
suaded him to change, 
withhold or 


modify, and then when the subject matter 
was settled I took this rough material to 
my own room and mada any change I saw 
fit in language or style. I took whole 
pages. I transferred others from one 
part of the book to another. I modified 
oxressions; and there was not a page in 
the Drat volume, nor one In the second 
down to the Wilderness campaign, which 
did not contain a dozen alterations or 
modifications of mine. General Grant 
had very good power of clear and forci- 
ble expression in matters with which 
he was familiar, or in which he was inter- 
ested, and passages of-his were often 
folicitous. These I always retained and 
always sought to preserve his simplicity 
and directness, and even niggedness of 
language; and never to betray my own 
share in the work. But he never -knew 
whether what he wrote was good En- 
glish. He had besides no idea whatever 
of building up or treating a theme so as 
to lead up to a point or to make a com- 
plete picture or argument. 
This was 


no discredit to him. Literature was noj 
his 
occupation 
or 
his 
talent. 


He was a soldier, 
not 
an 
author. 


There was nothing dishonorable in our 
relation, either to him or to me, but the 
book could not bave been made what it Is 
without me. There was no one else whom 
he wouli have allowed to do what I did. 
General Grant once said to me: 'Ba<l?au, 
I know I could not do this work without 
you. I think I could tell a plain story, 
so that people would understand what I 
meant, but I could not write such a book 
without you. You have been Invaluable 
and dispensable to me, not only in veri- 
fication and revision, but In suggestion, 
and I am grateful'". 


General Badeau also stated that when 


it was thought In May, 1835, that Gen- 
eral Grant was dying, Colonel Grant sug- 
gested to Badeau to finish the book and 
let Colonel Grant sicti his name to the 
finishing portion. This Bndean refused 
to do, and when he told General Grant 
about It the General said ha knew noth- 
ing of the Colonel's intention to make 
such a proposal. I'udeau said he would 
never do for another what he was doing 
for General Grant.

Condition of Wheat. 


Winter wheat—The late freezing and 


snowing weather has been very trying on 
winter wheat, the early sown wheat 
made fair growth lust fall and is in much 
better condition than the late seeding. 
There has been but little growth of the 
plant this season and it is rather early to 
determine the outlook for a considerable 
portion of the crop which still wears its 
brown winter coat; the wheat plant is 
passing through the most critical season, 
and the prospects oC the crop cannot be 
approximated until warm rains aud favor- 
able weather give it a chance to grow. 
The most encouraging reports come from 
correspondents residing in the following 
counties, viz: Stephenson, Wiunebago, 
MoHenry, LaSalle, Will, Putnam, Peoria, 
Marshall, Mason, Morga&f Pike, Sanga- 
mon, Macon, Shelby and Montgomery. 
The prospects for wheat Inst week are not 
as favorable in the following counties, 
in some of which not over half an average 
yield per acre is predicted by reporters, 
viz: Iroquois, Madison, Logan, Clinton, 
Randolph and Jackson. The ill effects 
of the continued drouth before and after 
seeding wheat are manifest, and with the 
unfavorable March and April weather to 
contend with the prospects for the crop 
of winter wheat cannot be predicted.

Speech of Anftrebist-JfTditor Curlin at 


the Seventeenth, Anniversary of 


tbe French Commune. 


Anarchy Was Wot Interred With 


Bones of Its Chiefeit Advo- 


cates, But Still Lives. 


CBKXaOO, MarohW.—"I am an Anarch- 


ist, let them strangle me if they dare 1" 
shouted Albert Curlin, the Anarchist ed- 
itor, to tbe crowd assembled in n North 
Bid* hall last evening. Anarchy was hiv- 
mg a 'holiday, with no attempt at co»- 
cealment. It was the seventeenth anni- 
versary of the French Commune, and the 
"Recl3"heldan Indoor picnic. The Central' 
Labor Union assumed tbe responsibilities 
of the affair and arranged the programme, 
Which was termed a "Commune festival". 
There 
were 
'fully 
fifteen 
hun- 


dred ' persons 
present, 
inuludiug all 


the prominent Aiiarclilits in Sue city and 
tbe relatives of some of the man tx seated 
last November. The red banner.of the 
Central Labor Union fluttered at the en- 
trauoe to the hall. At each side of the 
stage were pedestal! draped In blood-red 
banting and bearing; a card Inscribed 
"November 11, 1887". 
These bare: the 


busts of August 8pi«4 and Loals Llugg. 
Each head was encircled with a wreath 
of myrtle, a sash of the earns sombar 
leaves entwined with red ribbon being 
knotted diagonally across ' the breast. 
Later in the evening life-size bust oil 
painting* of Spies, Parsons, Liugg and, 
Fischer were hi torn displayed upon the 
stage and received with transports of de- 
light. 


After a long programme ot songs and 


recitations, the "festival address" was 
announced, and its deliverer, Curlin, was 
received with tremendous cheering. Cur- 
lin spoke In German for over half an hoar 
In a most Impassioned manner. Tbe sub- 
«t»nce of his remarks vras as follows: 
"Vive la Commune! Aye, vive la Com- 
mune 1 This glorious sentence thundered 
upon the ear* of the tyrants and money- 
grabbers of seventeen years ago. The 
world trembled at the sound. The thieves 
of the hoarse, tbe pulpit and the press 
•hook like autumn leaves in a high wind." 


Curlin then gave what he said was an 


account of the events of the Commune- 
how the French and ' Prussian tyrants 
combined to crush out "the patriot prole- 
tariats", and how, at the (all, workmen,-, 
their wives and children, to the number 
of at'least eighty thousand, were slaugh- 
tered. 
"This orgte ot blood finished," he con* 
tlnued, "how the money-bag aristocrats 
.and tbe priests shook with laughter) How 
they boasted of the downfall of the sup- 
porter of the'wbolo social system! Did 
they laugh with reason? Old they kill 
Anarchy at the stamping out of tbe Com- 
•"ijnef" 


"No, uo!" ami Ironical laughter from 


all parts of the ha'l. 


. "No, indeed," thundered Carlin. "An- 
archy and Socialism hove marched' right' 
onward. • Ourprtnolplss are abroad In tbe 
world, and are undying. They can not Ve 
stamped out." 


The orator then reverted to the trial 


and execution of the Chicago Anarchists, 
and

you, yon 


citizens of this glorious Republic, to 
the murder of your brethren? Are we 
cowed? Have they spread terror In our 
ranksf Do we kiss the hand tbat'shed'the 
best blood among iwf Do we ferovel be- 
fore those who have placed our' cham- 
pions beneath the cold Rod or behind Iron 
barsf Are there no longer Anarchists In 
Chicago? There is one—I am an Anar- 
chist. 
Let them strangle me If they 


dare (applause and shouts lasting nearly 
two minutes), and I am not the only one. 
We live and will live to act as becomes 
us. The combat between barbarity and 
justice Is not ended. Past events were 
needed to strengthen ns-for the struggle. 
There has been too much wind in. our agi- 
tation. 
Too much • merry-making, We 


have talked and ;danced t while, our op. 
pressors have worked and staid up nlfrhti 
to find means tor our continued enslave- 
ment. The fruition of their labor has 
been the erection of five gallpw.trees., and 
the hireling piossi laughs and tries to per- 
suade them that they have reached the 
end." " 


Curlin then spoke of the conspiracy 


lawi enacted by the last Legislature of 
Illinois, and said: "The man who would 
obey or allow himself to ba cowed by 
such bastard laws is a no ward and a pol- 
troon". He closed with a strong appeal 
for renewed.net ion and ui.ion among the 
radical host. "The time has coma when 
we mast range ourselvei In serried ranks; 
no beating about the bush. If we ere An 
archists, let 113 avow it to tha world. Our 
martyrs live in our midst. Long live An 
arohyt

AT POMPEII'S GATES. 


A Walk Over the Bnlni of tbe Ancient Bo* 
man City. 


We are at the gates of Pompeii. The 


«un is high in- the heavens* the atmos- 
phere balmy, and of an invigorating 
quality. And now the much coveted 
privilege of walking over the ruins is 
before us- It is an ancient town of 
thirty thousand inhabitants, whose 
buildings and streets have "been buried 
under twenty feet of lava for nearly 
seventeen hundred years. 
The en- 


trance" is carefully guarded by police- 
men in uniform, indeed the whole town 
seems to be under martial law. Twen- 
ty-seven sentries are on dnty in these 
sacred precincts. We each pay -two 
francs to paaa in; when we find, no out- 
side guide is admitted we employ one 
at the gate at five francs an hour. We 
enter through the room where aie on 
sale lava pins, souvenirs of various de- 
signs, and relics that yon may take 
home from Pompeii. 


A number of household utensils-and 


some Jewelry were found in the ruins 
he day before we arrived, and we were 
permitted to examine thorn. They had 
lot been cleaned or burnished, but they 
were samples of what is being found 
frequently by the present force of work- 
m e n 
• - . . ' - • 


. When we entered the first street I 
looked to the north and there was 
Mount Vesuvius, the old enemy of Pom- 
peii, about four thousand feet-high. 
A burning mountain, older than the 
New Testament, the smoke ascending 
from an unquenchable fire.in a threat- 
ening column, the interior operating 
In majestic silence, while all .the exte- 
rior oh every side 'from the summit 
down to the base and reaching far into 
tho';valley below, is as quiet and serene 
as the cloudless sky. It is one of na- 
ture's sublimest attitudes where she 
blends the past and present to make a 
magnificent illustration of God in his- 
tory.—Dr. Flood, in Chautauguan.
